Claims 1-14 meet criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-{4). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest receiving 
and cumulatively storing the data transmitted by each of said plurality of data generating machines corresponding to a 
predetermined time period, and including at least one application software program running thereon that analyzes the 
aggregated data. 

Claims 15-30, meets criteria set out in PCT Anicle 33C2)-(4). because the prior art docs not teach or fairly suggest 
receiving the transmuted dau at at least one computer, storing the cumulatively die data transmitted over a predetermined 
time period by each of the plurality of data generating and analyzing the cumulatively stored data.
